More Lent 





| passed a church on the front steps of which 

sat an old man. He was selling Coughlin’s So- 
cial Justice. A black headline on the front page 
of Social Justice took my eye from contempla- 
tion on the pathetic little old man. It suggested 
that the Jews have been trying to rob Christians 
of Lent. The headline asked: 

“Do Jews in U. S. Want Christians 
To Abandon Lent?” 

People were going in and out of the church 
to and from their Lenten devotions. Oh, I 
mused joyously, the Christians still have Lent, 
nevertheless, and are giving themselves fully to 
its spiritual ideals. 

I, as a Jew, could not help but feel that if it 
were in my power I should provide Mr. Caugh- 
lin with more and more Lent instead of taking 
any part of it away from him. Lent is for peni- 
tence and I should give him years and years of 
Lent in which to lie prostrate at the feet of his 
gentle Lord for penitence. 

Penitence for spreading falsehood, penitence 
for giving hates to the hearts of men in spite 
of the words, “A new commandment I give unto 
you, that ye love one another”; penitence for 
having employed a holy office for mean ends. 

Yes, more Lent for penitence; Lent unto the 
melancholy hour when, at long last, the soul of 
Mr. Coughlin will be ready to wing its way to 
its Lord and Master. 

*” * * 

I think it will be all right with Mr. Coughlin 
in that hour after so much penitence. I know 
well the forgiving spirit of the gentle Jew who 
will receive him at the glittering gates, if at the 
end everything comes out in accordance with the 
Christian faith. The gentle Jew will stand at 
the gates to embrace Mr. Coughlin. I know Him 
from what He said in His Serman on the Mount. 

“OQ, my dear brother!” the Jew Jesus will ex- 
claim as he embraces Mr. Coughlin and kisses 
him on the cheek. “My brother who has been 
made so beautiful by penitence that was so long.” 

He will bid him to be of good cheer: The sins 
of men are as mud that may be washed off. And 
what man who has walked long on the earth is 
without mud on his feet? The way is so long 
and whose feet may all his life avoid the mud? 

“OQ, my brother, by repentance thy feet have 
been cleansed and they have become bright like 
the feet of the one who walked on the mountain 
top, bringing good tidings of peace.” 

Mr. Coughlin, remembering everything of the 
past, may still stand timorously at the threshold 
of Paradise. ... “But the Jews, my Lord, do 
they forgive me? By my tongue I persecuted 
them grievously. On many Sundays I hurt them 
in their hearts. I spread revilement against 
them. I gave currency to falsehood against 
them. I set the hearts of fellow-men against 
them. Do they forgive me? Can they forgive 
me, O my Lord Jesus?” 

He is answered by the immense voice of Israel 
singing. The sound of Israel’s voice fills the 
dome of heaven; for the congregation of Israel 
in Paradise is a great multitude of the thousands 








who have died the many deaths that have been 
for Israel in all the times. 

The voice of Israel sings from the Psalm: 

“Have mercy upon him, O God, according to 
Thy loving-kindness: 

“According to the multitude of Thy tender 
mercies blot out his transgressions. 

“Cast him not away from Thy presence and 
take not Thy holy Spirit from him. 

“The sacrifices of God are a broken spirit: 

“A broken and contrite heart, O God, Thou 
wilt not despise.” 

“O, my Lord, I hear the voice of the songs of 
the Jews and they forgive me.” 

7* * * 

Amid the singing of the Jews Mr. Coughlin 
enters Paradise. 

“Yes,” Jesus says, “all of us who have been 
crucified so often feel as I did when I hung upon 
my own cross. From the height of a cross a man 
discerns wisdom. Dost thou remember what I 
said on that day when I hung upon my own cross. 
I said, ‘Forgive them, for they know not what 
they do.’ I said it in the last hour.” 

Mr. Coughlin walks with Jesus into the congre- 
gation of the saints. Most luminous among them 
stands the St. Francis who was of Asissi. He 
is feeding the birds as he liked to do when he was 
on the earth. They come to his hand, as they 
always did, and he called them his brethren, os 
of old, 

“O, my brother lark!” he says. 

“And my dear brother robin.” 

At this Mr. Coughlin weeps again: “He calls 
even the birds his brethren but I knew not 
brethren of my own flesh on the earth and re- 
viled them.” 

But Jesus comforts him: “My brother, to 
what beauty thy spirit has been fashioned by 
the long, long Lent of penitence.”

Yes, far from robbing anybody of Lent I would 
increase the holy time to the length of all the 
past years of man’s inhumanity to man. But, 
perhaps, that is too much to require, since the 
year’s of man’s inhumanity have been thousands. 

Let me suggest rather that for every year of 
all the many years of cruel injustice in the world 
there be an extra month of Lent for penitence. 

Not merely a penitence that says it is sorry 
but a penitence that in every hour makes restitu- 
tion: Gives love for all the hate of the past, 
gives justice for all the wrongs, gives loving- 
kindness for all the cruelty, gives truth for all 
the falsehood. Two thousand continuous months 
of Lent! When love is given for hate, justice 
for all the wrongs and loving kindness for all the 
cruelty and truth for falsehood, then it shall be 
fulfilled in accordance with the writing: “The 
people that walked in darkness have seen a great 
light; they that dwelt in the land of the shadow 
of death, upon them hath the light shined... . 
For the yoke of his burden and the staff of his 
shoulders, the rod of his oppressor Thou hast 
broken, . . . The zeal of Jehovah of hosts shall 


perform this.”

RULES FOR BICYCLING 

Last year 800 bicycle riders 
were killed and 438,190 injured in 
traffic accidents throughout the 
country. The Hoosier Motor Club 
urges both motorists and bicyclists 
to use greater care. 

Todd Stoops, secretary-manager 
of the Hoosier Motor Club, says 
traffic regulations of 1939 set out 
these rules and regulations for 
bicycle riders: 

1. Riding on Bicycles: The per- 
son propelling the bicycle shall 
ride on a permanent seat and shall 
not carry another person unless 
he is provided with a permanent 
seat. 

2. No bicycle shall be used to 
carry more persons at one time 
than the number for which it is 
designed or equipped. 

3. Any person riding upon a 
bicycle, coaster, roller skates, or 
toy vehicle shall not attach it to 
any street car or vehicle on the 
street. 

4. Bicycle riders shall not ride 
more than two abreast except up- 
on paths set aside exclusively for 
bicycles, 

5. No person shall carry any 
packages which prevent him from 
keeping both hands on the handle 
bars. 

6. Bicycles shall be equipped 
with bell or signaling device ca- 
pable of giving an audible signal 
for a distance of at least 100 feet. 
Sirens and whistles are prohibited. 

7. Bicycles must be equipped 
with a white light in front visible 
for at least 500 feet to the front 
and a red light or reflector in the 
rear visible for at least 500 feet. 

8. Operators of bicycles must 
obey traffic rules as using the 
right lane of travel, obeyance of 
traffic signals, and must use hand 
signals for guidance of other 
traffic.

Lord Halifax: That pledge has been fulfilled—I 
would maintain it has been in the process of being 
fulfilled completely. And if those who sometimes 
criticise its non-fulfillment had the experience 
that those who have had to try and secure the 
greatest measure of justice in its fulfillment be- 
tween all those concerned, I think we should have 
had a good deal less talk about its non-fulfillment.

Halifax. The growth of the Jewish national home 
in Palestine is at the present time being officially 
impeded.

Exception To Newspaper Publicity Taken by 
The American Jewish Outlook, of Pittsburgh.— 

The article in the Pittsburgh Press not only 
refers to Silberberg, Kronzek, and Pariser as 
rabbis, but confers “Semicha” on all the others 
as well with the title of rabbi! And oh, yes, it 
calls the shochtim “suchtim.” 

If these men are worthy shochtim, they ought 
to realize that in sanctioning the above publicity, 
they are guilty of “Chillul HaShem” in having 
held up the Jewish people to ridicule and mis- 
understanding—not only to the non-Jews of the 
community but to the Jews as well. We wonder 
what oversight prevented them from posing for 
the papers with a dying chicken! 

The statement regarding the 10,000 chickens 
consumed by Pittsburgh Jewry can lead to 
some vicious conclusions because chickens are 
considered luxuries and therefore the Jews must 
be rich—perhaps that is why Mr. Hoover was 
not able to find the chickens to put in each pot! 
The truth of the matter is this: Jews, rich and 
poor alike, celebrate the Sabbath with something 
special—frequently depriving themselves of deli- 
cacies during the week. That delicacy for many 
of them happens to be chicken. It becomes the 
entree, the basis for the soup, as well as the 


meat of the meal which is not necessarily lux- 
urious living. 

But most gruesome of all is the picture which 
the article presents of a man, allegedly a holy 
man, killing one of God’s creatures and then 
blessing the Lord for commanding him thus to 
kill. 

How unfair such a bare statement is to the 
Jewish people whose laws teach them that they 
must be kind to animals—to a people whose 
commandments require that they feed their do- 
mestic animals before they themselves eat break- 
fast—a people one of whose number founded the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
—to a people for whom hunting is forbidden as 
a sport! The shochet does not bless the Lord 
until he has slaughtered the animal in a perfect 
manner which we believe to be painless. The 
blessing is an emphasis on mercy, not slaughter.

Refusal to Permit Jewish Army Attacked by 
The New Palestine, Organ of the Z. O. A.—In 
view of the menace of German penetration into 
the Balkans to British interests in the Near East, 
it is difficult to understand why the British gov- 
ernment has not consented to the demand of the 
Jewish Agency that it be permitted to put a Jew- 
ish military force in the field. Some 8,000 Pales- 
tinian Jews, to be sure, have been enlisted in the 
service and have won commendation for their 
share in British victories. Nevertheless, the Pal- 
estine government still holds the yishuv in leash, 
and actually does not permit it to make its maxi- 
mum contribution to the British war effort. Ob- 
viously; considerations other than military lie 
back of this policy. No government spokesman 
tells us what these considerations are, and the 
rigid censorship which is clamped on Palestine, a 
censorship such as Englishmen would not for a 
moment tolerate in England itself, prevents any

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Words of Wisdom For All 


The Jewish Post marvels at the remarkable variety of messages our 
rabbis seem to be able to derive from the significance of the Passover 
season. Passover, with its theme of freedom and liberation, seems to 
afford an inexhaustible well of philosophical analogies and examples. 
A good instance of this versatility of the festival for homiletical use is 
found in the Passover messages in this issue. 


To Rabbi Elias Charry of Indianapolis the Passover story is re- 
enacted time and again throughout history as a “pattern, clear and 
simple.” ‘Man is enslaved,” Rabbi Charry writes, “man becomes aware 
of the moral law that sets his mind and soul free; man puts that law 
into practice and thereby conquers and inhabits the land of his heart’s 
desire.” 


Rabbi Frederic A. Doppelt of Fort Wayne points out that “the Bible 
was not satisfied simply with the historical background of Passover, 
but gave it basis also in physical nature,” and then goes on to give a 
very modern and hopeful message for the bewildered and enslaved 
pertions of the world today. 


Rabbi Aaron E, Miller of Indianapolis make the point on page 17 
that “the exhortations to recall the day of our forefathers’ emancipa- 
tion” makes us bear in mind “the promise of heaven” that the “group 
might live the life of a united free people.” 


“No nation that erects national pyramids,” says Rabbi Irving A. 
Weingart of Fort Wayne on page 21, “on the backs of others can long 
endure.” “For eventually,” he continues, “the bent, stooped, aching and 
all but crushed backs will stir and lift themselves and in so doing will 
cause that which has been created by force and enslavement to totter.” 
With this message as an introduction, Rabbi Weingart delivers a stir- 
ring plea for the “functioning” of democracy and all that the word 
means in our everyday life. 


Rabbi Joseph A. Gorfinkel of Evansville creates his message out of 
the Elijah legend. After labeling the cup of Elijah as speaking to us 
“not of the freedom of the past, but of the freedom of the future—the 
freedom that is to come,’ Rabbi Gorfinkel urges American Jewry “to 
rise above the clouds of present-day despairs and with undying faith 
meet greater suffering with greater responsibility, determination and 
self-sacrifice.” 


Lord Moyne, present colonial secretary of Great Britain, speaking 
of the Nazi outrages, told a Polish Jewish Refugee Fund meeting in 
January that “while dirt is smashed to powder on the anvil, clean metal 
is only strengthened by hammering, and Hitler could not have chosen 
less suitable material for his cruel and crazy experiment in Nordifica- 
tion.” So it is with Passover and its message. The holiday, to carry out 
the analogy, is pure metal, and no matter in which form or shape it is 
finally hammered by the logician its message is still truth and as such 
provides words of wisdom for all.

MrEnigma 


The Story of The 500 of 


Indianapolis 


By H. JOSEPH HYMAN

After a quarter of century of work in the 
Jewish community, I find that I know less of 
the psychology of Jews than I knew when I 
first started. There are many Jews who simply 
escape classification. 

One could classify Jews by saying there are 
rich Jews and there are poor Jews; there are 
good Jews and there are bad Jews; there are 
Jews who give and Jews who take; there are 
those who make pledges and pay and those 
who make pledges and do not pay. 

But there is one factor common to all these 
Jews: that is that they are sympathetic to 
Jewish sorrows and Jewish distress. They dif- 
fer, however, in the way they express that 
sympathy. There is the old story of the rich 
Jew, who, being confronted by another Jew in 
distress in his own home, called his servant 
and ordered him to throw the man out because 
he was breaking his heart. 

There is the other story of the man who 
never turned a poor man away from his door. 
He simply allowed him to stand there until he 
got tired and went away of his own volition. 
The good Jews, who fortunately are in the 
large majority, and to whom Jewish support 
is something real, express their sympathy in 
very direct and tangible ways. They give of 
their substance; they are willing to make 
sacrifices to help their fellows. To them a 
pledge for the support of a Jewish agency is 
a pledge of honor and it is met. 

It is generally conceded that the 1940 Indi- 
anapolis Jewish Welfare Fund drive was a 
huge success; this though the goal was not 
reached. More money was raised in pledges 
than ever before in the history of the Jewish 
Welfare Fund. More people had contributed 
than ever before. A total of $140,000 had been 
raised and 2,600 people had made pledges for 
a record of all time. The year is practically 
over now, and, sad to relate, after the usual 
collection efforts, and some unusual efforts, 
still over five hundred people who gave their 
pledges in good faith with what was supposed 
to be the best of intentions who today have 
given not even one cent toward payment on 
their pledge. These folks have each received at 
least twelve mailings, and in some cases ap- 
pealing letters, calling to their attention the 
great need and advising them that since it is 
a matter of life and death for our people in 
Europe, they were responsible for what might 
happen. 

There are among these five hundred people, 


one hundred fifty who have not paid for two 
years and one hundred who have not paid for 
three years, and yet these same people make 
pledges year after year. 

I have, therefore, come to the conclusion 
after these many years that I have no under- 
standing of our Jewish people. It may be that for 
some of these five hundred paying their pledge 
would necessitate a real sacrifice, but one cun 
select at random many hundreds of this grou}y 
who reside in beautiful homes, drive high- 
powered, expensive cars, permit themselves the 
luxury of winter vacations in Florida, shed 
many tears over the fate of their less fortu- 
nate brothers overseas and still do not pay the 
very inadequate and oftentimes miserable lit- 
tle pledge they make to the Jewish Welfare 
Fund. These seem harsh words, but they ex- 
press an accumulative bewilderment and cha- 
grin at these enigmas in Jewish lives. 

All of this is a prelude to a letter which we 
are sending a mythical Mr. Enigma. This is 
the letter: 

“After many years of work in the Jewish 
community, I have come to the conclusion 
that there are some enigmas in Jewish life 
which my limited knowledge of psychology 
cannot comprehend. . 

“Strange to relate, you are one of those 
enigmas. When I met you some years ago 
I found you to be a very pleasant and per- 
sonable young man, sympathetic to the mis- 
fortunes of others. And yet you are Mr. 
Enigma to me. 

“Year after year in the goodness of your 
heart you make a pledge to the Jewish Wel- 
fare Fund to help your people overseas, and 
to help those who being fortunate enough to 
escape the terror, come to this country as 
refugees. 

“Month after month when we send you 
bills you pay no heed to them. I cannot be- 
lieve that a man of your attainments and 
your economic position can be so unmindful 
of the tragedies that are going on in the 
world and be so careless about a pledge 
made to the community for sacred causes. 
Why not end this enigmatic situation by fac- 
ing the realities and translating your sym- 
pathies into deeds by sending us your check 
for the bill enclosed? I will be ever grate- 
ful to you if you will do so.” 

Are you one of these enigmas? I am afraid 
you are if you will find on your desk twelve,

Rabbi Doppelt Says

The singular message of Pass- 
over may well be summed up in 
the simple affirmation of faith that 
freedom cannot die. Its growtn 
may be arrested and its progress 
retarded by sinister forces; its 
soul cannot forever be crushed. 
Like nature, it has the power of 
revival; like plant life in spring, 
it has the power of resurrection. 
It is, indeed, as inevitable as the 
return of spring in the cycle cf 
seasons. For freedom is a moral 
force operating in human life in 
the same manner that natural 
forces operate in the _ physical 
world. It is, in fact, a law of na- 
ture. 


In this connection, it is interest- 
ing to note that the Bib!e was not 
satisfied simply with the historical 
background of Passover, but gave 
it basis also in physical nature. 
I do not have in mind the agricu!- 
tural aspect cf the barley harvest 
in ancient Palestine; I refer rather 
to the strange fact that the Bivle 
tied up Passover with nature— 
making its observance entirely de- 
pendent on the arrival of spring. 
“Remember this day in which ye 
came out of Egypt,” Moses de- 
clared. “This day ye go forth in 
the season of spring.” 


Why this stress on springtime? 
What prevents the memory of the 
exodus from Egyptian bondage 
from functioning as well in the 
fall cr winter of the year? Appar- 
ently, the genius of Israel real- 
ized that there is a blood kinship 
between that historic experience 
and the phenomenon of spring. 
Intuitively, the Jewish people felt 
that the festival of freedom harks 
back to a transition in human life 
which is strikingly parallel to the 
transition which the season of 
spring marks in nature. In nature, 
springtime enacts the whole drama 
of the transition from death to 
life; the mystery of its arrival 
unfolds the miracle of revival in 
nature. The same field which lay 
erstwhile in a shroud of white 
assumes life and color. The same 
garden which only a month ago 
was so bereft and so forlorn now 
flowers forth in a symphony of 
beauty. There is nothing new in 
all this; but everything is renewed. 
Nothing is created; but all about 
us is the ecstasy of re-creation 
all in the season of spring. 


It is precisely this truth that 
Passover purposes to reaffirm con-

From the camps and cantonments of the United 


States Army, rapidly filling up with the youth 
inducted into the national defense forces under 
the Selective Service Act, there comes today a 
stream of letters such as has not been seen in 
twenty years. They go to friends and relatives 
and parents and such organizations as the Jewish 
Welfare Board, which have become sort of foster 
parents for many of these boys. They are letters 
which reflect all the human emotions. 


Take, for instance, the letter written to his 
folks back home by a young Jewish soldier in far

away Panama, where his unit is stationed to 
guard the Canal Zone. He writes: 

“T am in the Jewish Welfare Board recrea- 
tion center listening to the radio and playing 
pool. This place is certainly lovely; I under- 
stand it cost $35,000 to build, so you can 
imagine. 

“T went to ‘dovin’ last night and this is 
what I saw—people from all over coming to 
this place and remembering they’re Jews, 
soldiers in uniform and civilian clothes in 
solemn prayer. We were singing ‘Schmah 
Yisroael’ last night and tears rolled down my 
eyes. Everything was perfect but that my 
dad wasn’t sitting beside me. 

“T met quite a few civilian people through 
the J. W. B. They all treated us fine; we 
dined at one of these hospitable people’s 
homes. Nothing was omitted to make us feel 
at home, 

“Today, when they read the ‘Torah,’ I was 
the only ‘Cohen’ in the place—well, I said my 
prayers and believe me I felt proud. The 
rabbi smiled at me and from that point on 
I was back to my old form. 

“This place is the most worthy organiza- 
tion of its kind in the world. It supplies sol- 
diers and sailors and civilians of the poorest 
class with a house of worship, a recreation 
room, with every form of entertainment con- 
ceivable. Most of all, it gives men a rabbi 

to teach and discuss re!'gion and topics of the 
day.” 

The religious note dominates many of these 
letters. Here is one written directly to the Jew- 
ish Welfare Board by a national guardsman sta- 
tioned at Fort McClellan, Alabama: 

“Before I start my letter, I'll tell you 
beforehand that I’m only a truck driver in 





civilian life; which means I’m not proficient 
in letter writing. 


“The day I arrived in camp my father died. 
My officers arranged immediately for a leave 
of absence for me. I arrived home in time for 
the funeral of the finest man in the world, my 
father. 


“On my arrival back in camp, I went to 
town to inquire for the Jewish people. You 
can understand, of course, that I wanted to 
arrange for a minion. The people referred 
me to Rabbi Fineberg (J. W. B. representa-

tive). What this man did for me, I can never 
forget.” 


What is even more significant is that the Jew- 
ish Welfare Board’s program for the men in the 
cemps and the work of the Jewish army chaplains 
is bringing many a young man back into the 
religious fold and introducing others to Jewish 
community life who, as civilians, had never been 
touched by it. Evidence of this is shown by 
a number of letters received from parents by 
various J. W. B. representatives throughout the 
ccuntry. Here are three examples: 


“T thank you very much for your letter to 
me in reference to my son Jack and the interest 
he is taking in attending the Jewish services. 

“It is really more than I could accomplish 
at home. It does my heart good to know the 
wonderful work our country is doing, by 
doing all they can for the Jewish race, in a 
time like this.”

“Your letter received and it offered me 
great pleasure to hear from you. Particu- 
larly your reference to my son Harold. 


“IT am proud of him and pleased that he 
enlisted in the service of our country, also 
that he is thoughtful enough to remember the 
religion of our forefathers. It is a sincere 
wish of mine that he always should be closer 
to his religion and people. I am sure that 
your guidance of our boys will be appreciated 
by all parents. 


“IT glory in the work that I know that you 
and your associates must be doing for the 
young men of our faith. 


“IT know with guidance such as they will 
receive, they must as a result remain up- 
right, honest and God worshipping men. This 


» 


should make our people happy and proud ‘of 
them. 


“May our sons always be mindful of doing 
right. Thereby making even our enemies re. 
spect them. May they never do anything that 
will cast a reflection on the good name of 
Judaism.” 


* * * 


“Your recent letter reached me, and I can 
hardly express to you what real happiness it 
brought. I am sincerely grateful that my son 
Richard has found it in his heart to want to 


attend your service, for I am certain that 
through this channel, and his direct contact 
with you and your temple, he will find solace 
and peace when and if (as it sometimes will) 
the road gets a bit hard to travel. 


“My son is young, and perhaps due to 
youth, he is impulsive and at times restless, 

I hope if you note these tendencies you will 

be kind enough to direct and guide him in the 

right path. Richard is imbedded in my heart 
very deeply and I worried a great deal for 
fear he will get in with the wrong compan- 
ionship and be misguided. But after receiving 
your lovely letter, and one from him, wherein 
he speaks of your interest and kindness to him, 
I then knew God heard my prayer and he will 
be cared for mentally as well as physically.” 
* * 

From one Jewish family in a small middle 
western town Rabbi Albert G. Baum, who con- 
ducts the Jewish Welfare Board Center in Alex- 
andria, La., near Camp Beauregard, received a 
note indicating that the family as a whole had 
never had an opportunity to attend a synagogue: 


“We want to thank you sincerely for the 
interest expressed in our son Arthur and are 
glad to know that he seems to fulfill some of 
our ideas. 


“We have never been active in religious 
work, partly because there has never been a 
synagogue here and partly because none of 
our parents took any active interest; but it 
is gratifying to know that Arthur is active 
through the associations he had made.” 


But dominating all are the letters of apprecia- 
tion. They come to the Jewish Welfare Board 
and to its individual workers by the hundreds. 
They come from parents and from the boys them- 
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selves. They come from Jews and Christians 
alike. And they all reveal the importance of the 
personal touch, the small services, the feeling 
that the soldier and his parents get that there is 
somebody around who cares and who is ready to 
lend a helping hand and an understanding ear. 
Here are typical examples: 


“Just a short note to let you know how 
much we, the Jewish boys of the Twenty- 
seventh Division, appreciate what you are 
doing for us here. The town of Anniston 
is far from being able to entertain the sol- 


diers. In plain words, it is a dead place and 
the recreation hall you maintain does much 





to help us through some boring hours in 
town. You don’t know what it means to us 
to be able to drop into some place where there 
is a friendly atmosphere and where we are 
made to feel comfortable. Rabbi Fineberg 
does much to create a feeling of good fellow- 
ship when we bring up our Christian friends.” 


* * * 
“J wish to take this opportunity now to 


thank you for all the services that the Jewish 
Welfare Board in Anniston, Ala., has ren- 





cered to all the Jewish soldiers stationed at 
Fort McClellan. They have extended to us 
every courtesy and have supplied us with a 
recreational center which, in plain words, is 
just swell. 


“T am writing this letter in order to let you 
know that we soldiers are very grateful for 
all that is being done for us. Many thanks 
for everything. 

“This center is so popular that it is fre- 
quentcd by a great number of Christian boys 
who think highly of the board and Chaplain

Fineberg. I think, if anything, this is a sign 
: that the board is doing a successful job.”

“IT am in your center at Anniston to which 
I come whenever I am in town. Although I 
am not a Jewish boy, I attended the dance 
under your auspices last Saturday 
night. I want you to know that the boys at 
camp are all talking about the fine time they 
had. The friendships I have formed at the 
center with Jewish and non-Jewish soldiers 
(we are all alike here) and the happy hours 


given 


I have spent here leave me deeply grateful to 
your organization.”

“T want to thank you from the bottom of 
my heart for the fine time I had at the dance 
you sponsored in Anniston last week. This is 
the first time I really enjoyed myself since 
coming here. It was through my Jewish 
friends who asked me to come. I am a Catho- 
lic, and, speaking on behalf of the other 
Catholic boys who were there, we all wish to 
thank you and want you to know that no finer 





thing could be done to help us be happy and 
feel like home.” 


“T have been down here in Alabama with 
the rest of the Twenty-seventh Division for 
the past four months and as a Christian I am 
taking this opportunity to express my appre- 
ciation to your organization for what you 
have done for the ‘boys’ here and in nearby 
Anniston. 


“Every Suncay there have been impromptu 
entertainments at the center and delegations 
of the J. W. B. have come from Birmingham 
and Gadsen. Everyone is welcome and the 
soldier alongside of you may be either Cohen 
or Murphy. 

“The J. W. B. are the only people here that 
make us feel at home, so thanks again. Be 
assured that you are doing more here to com- 
bat anti-Semitism than if you published a 
thousand books on the subject.”

The following letters came to J. W. B. work- 


rs from grateful parents: 


“T am very grateful to you for writing to 
me about meeting my son and that he is at- 
tending services regularly and being taken 
care of. You may know how a mother feels 
about her son. 

““May God bless you and the Jewish Wel- 
fare Board for the care and interest in our 
Jewish men in the service. May the Jewish 
faith never fail us.” 

“T received your gracious letter and was 
very happy to hear that you are taking such 
an interest in my boy. It sure did my heart 
good to hear that there are in. this world 





good, loving people that take such a kind 
interest in boys like mine, and I am assuming 


others too. 


“T cannot express my feeling in words. | 
sincerely mean that, from the bottom of my 
heart. Because my boy Philip is a very fine 
boy. I am positive he has good qualities in 
him. He joined the navy with my consent 
for two reasons. The first one being the 
patriotism that is in most American people 
in times like these. The second reason is that 
he happened to be one of the unfortunate 
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young people who go into the world looking 
for employment. Being too young and in- 
experienced to meet the hard knocks of life, 
I decided that this was the best thing for 
him. Under your spiritual] and moral guidance 
I am sure you will make him more happy.”

“Please let me thank you for being so 
hospitable to my son Sydney. 


“He is a boy that has never been away 
from home and your generosity has touched 
me deeply. He is a fine boy, but still needs 
guidance from one of whom he thinks so 
highly. On his leave he did nothing but 
praise Dr. Jacob Raisen and I know that you 
have done him so much gcod that it is hard 
to express my appreciation in writing.”

“T received both of your cards which men- 
tioned that you saw and spoke to my son Ber- 
nard at your services at the marine barracks 
on Parris Island. Thank you very much. 


“Bernard often mentions you in his letters 
home, and I know you are a great help and 
inspiraticn to him. Some boys do not realize 
the necessity for religion and religious beliefs 
until they are away from home. Then it 
dawns upon them and they finally realize it. 


“At first Bernard did not like the marine 
corps, but now he is getting used to this new 
life and finds it much better now. When he 
first wrote home he said that he hated the 
marine corps and wished that he had not 
joined, but now he always has something 
good to say about it. He is doing very well 
there. His training period on Parris Island 
expires in a week or so, but I do not know 
where he is going from there.” 








- Jewish Welfare Board in Nation’s Camps 
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On Friday afternoon, February 
28 of this year, at about 2 o’clock, 
17 little Jewish boys and girls 
from a public school in the heart 
of the Jewish section on the South- 
side trooped into the mission of 
The Friends of Israel, 1218 South 
Meridian street. These little tots 
from orthodox Jewish homes had 
been invited to a story hour by a 
special invitation handed them 
through the good offices of the 
principal of their school. 

Mrs. Elliott Sutton, who is di- 
rector of children’s work of the 
organization, explained that she 
was “overjoyed” at the unexpected 
response to her invitation. For 
two hours, Mrs. Sutton said, the 
group sang patriotic songs, heard 
Biblical stories, and whenever 
seemly, sang songs and heard sto- 
ries about Jesus Christ. Of course 
there were refreshments. 

“The duty of superintendent of 
children’s work shall be to present 
Jesus the Friend of little children 
to the youth of Israel, this to be 
dcne through children’s meetings, 
story hour or personal interviews 
may lead.” So reads the 
constitution of The. Friends of 
Israel, 

How the Jewish boys and girls 
found their way to the mission re- 
veal an interesting sidelight into 
school regulations. 

“When I went to the school to 
pass out the printed invitations, I 
thought I would wait on the cor- 
ner after school and pass them 
out as the children went home,” 
Mrs. Sutton told the meeting of 
The Friends of Israel on Monday 
night, March 10, at the Wheeler 
City Rescue Mission, 245 North 
Delaware street. “But I later de- 
cided that I had better see che 
principal first for her permission. 
She was very kind and told me 
that it was against school regula- 
tions tc pass out any material to 
the children on the street. But I 
was told that if I wished, the in- 
vitations could be passed out in 
the class reoms.”

Mrs. Sutton said that this was 
more than she had hoped for. But 


the cooperation went even further 
than that. For the principal pro- 
ceeded to explain that the chii- 
dren were registered by religion, 
and if it suited her purpose, the 
invitations would be extended 
only to the Jewish children. 

That answers the “unexpected” 
response. 

Although Mrs. Sutton did not 
think it was a mistake, it was vb- 
vious that she made one serious 
error that afternoon. She had for- 
gotten to remove the small cross 


ganization members that at first 
she was so discouraged she almost 
cried. But after a while she felt 
that the disappointing drop in at- 
tendance must be a test of her 
faith in Christ. 

The writer of this article pre- 
fers to believe that 16 little Jew- 
ish boys and girls found it diffi-

she usually wore on her dress. One 
cf the little Jewish tikes, noticing 
the cross, asked Mrs. Sutton if she 
was Jewish.

Because the following Friday 
afternoon, only one little Jewish 
girl showed up for the story hour.

This introduction should not 
serve to indicate that The Friends 
of Israel are a hard-boiled greup 
belligerently moving to prosely- 
tize Jews to Christianity.

a temporary dereliction which. time 
and the second coming of the Meg.

ing of the Messiah, In fact. aj] 
their literature is aimed at show. 
ing how Christ was the fulfillment 
of Old Testament prophecies, and 
it is on these grounds that they 


seek to wean Jewish children to 
his side. 
* * * 

This attention to Jewish chil- 
dren possibly grows out of the 
difficulty the group has had with 
adults. Miss Irene Duncan, 1241 
North New Jersey street, presi- 
dent of the local group, who 1s 
connected in an official capacity 
with the Wheeler City Rescue 
Mission, admitted that very little 
success had been enjoyed in the 
seven years of the group’s exist- 
ence. Lack of money and stub- 
bornness of the Indianapolis Jew- 
ish community, she said, were re- 
sponsible for this apparent failure. 

But the group has high hopes 
for success in the near future. 
New mission rooms in the rear of 
the building occupied by the Work- 


men’s Circle are being outfitted 
comfortably. The  organization’s 
treasury is adequate, and what 


with the work with the children, 
high hopes are held for better re- 
sults. 
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Operating the mission is only 
part of the propaganda system. 
“In the first two years,” a pam- 
phlet of the group declares, “over 
5,000 bocks and gospels, especially 
prepared for the Jews, werd 
mailed to the more than 1,800 He- 
brew families in Indianapolis on 
our mailing list.” At another point 
the same pamphlet says, “In No- 
vember, 1936, a mission was 
opened in the heart of the need- 
jest Jewish district, with inspir- 
ing prayer meetings and children’s 
meetings. For two years a full- 
time worker was employed in the 
field, but this was discontinued 
because of lack of funds. Volun- 
teer workers have carried on in 
home visitation, children’s work, 
and street meetings. The mailing 
program has also been carried on, 
and over 1,500 copies of ‘The King 
and His Kingdom’ have been 
mailed, and many more special 
Jewish tracts have been given out 
personally.” 

Mr. Charles Sutton, father-in- 
law of Mrs. Elliott Sutton, who 
is row superintendent of the group 
and who also preceded Miss Dun- 
can as president, described how 


the Jewish mailing list was com- 
piled. “We went through the di- 
picked 


rectory and out all the 

























Jewish names. Naturally we could 
not teil the difference between 
some of the German and J<wish 
names, so that we had quite a few 
letters at first from people who, 
although not angry, wanted it un- 
derstood that they weren’t Jew- 
ish,” 

The finances of the organiza- 
tion are no secret. Dues are only 
10 cents a month, or a dollar a 
year. The group at present has 
about 70 members. The remaining 
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funds come from gifts from any- 
one, but mostly from the mem- 
bers themselves, a good majority 
of whom are so sincerely interest- 
ed in their work, that they give 
large sums to make the work 
possible. 

The meeting at which Mrs, Sut- 
ton described her experiences with 
the school children was marked by 
more than one interesting episode. 
Principal speaker was Z. G. Cna- 
yet of the Binghamton Bible 
School, Binghamton, N .Y. 


so he has embarked on a career 
of spreading the gospel. 

This embarkation has nothing to 
do with finances, he explained 
early in his speech, because he 
was not better off now than he 
was when he first entered the 
school. He explained in his talk, 
which was in a hurriedly spoken 
English interstudded by “d’s” in- 
stead of “t’s” that his former 
friends all accused him of swing- 
irg to Christianity for mercenary 
reasons. 











Miss Duncan Enthusiastic About Palestine 








Mr. Chayet (I understand he is 
still a pupil at the schcol) is a 
Jew. He is a Jew by birth, and a 


Jew by his own statement. But he 
is a Jew who has seen the light 
and recognized the greatness and 
immortality of the Saviour. And 


Perhaps Mr. Chayet is honest in 
this disavowal of motive, but it 
would be difficult for him to deny 
that what he is selling now is his 
Jewish background. Practically all 
his talk was concerned with his 
Jewish parents who live in Cleve- 
land, O. How his mother lit the 
candles on Friday nights. How 
his parents ran him out of their 
home, but he bcre them no ill will, 
because no one can be a Christian 
and hate his fellow man. How his 





mother was continually putting 
money in the little box on the wall 
for Palestine funds. How he argued 
with his rabbi (unnamed) in nis 
hcme town, to the rabbi’s ultimate 
disccmfiture, on the Old Testa- 
ment prophecies proving that 
Christ would be born and would 
be the Messiah. How he was still 
a Jew as a member of the Jew- 
ish race, because his stomach still 
liked gefilta fish. 

Obviously this was <xactly what 
The Friends of Israel wanted +o 
hear, They wanted to hear how a 
Jew had been converted to the 
true faith, and if Mr. Chayet was 
not aware of this fact, why did 
he devote 90 per cent of his speech 
to his Jewish parentage and h: me 
and friends. 

Incidentally, Mr. Chayet made 
the point that Rabbi Stephen S. 
Wise had publicly dec-ared that 
Christ was the greatest Jew ever 
to have lived. He did not give any 
besis for this statement, but ev- 
eryone seemed to believe its truth 
and also Mr. Chayet’s deduction 
from this fact that Jews were 
gradually coming around to recog- 
nize Christ as the Son of God. 
Mr. Chayet said Jews were not 
respcnsible for the crucifixion, ex- 
plaining the death of Christ on 
the same scholarly grounds as the 
best Biblical thought of the pres- 
ent. But he made up for this by 
admitting that he had been taught 
to hate Christ by his Jewish par- 
ents. 

The activities of the group 
reached a high point this past 
Wednesday night, April 9, when 
70 persons sat down to the strang- 
est Passover Seder in the history 
of Indianapolis. Leading the cele- 


bration of Israel’s escape frem 
Egyptian bondage was the Rev. 


Herbert E. Eberhardt, who is Su- 
perintendent of Wheeler Mission. 
All the appurtenances of the most 
orthodox observance of the Pass- 
over Seder were on the table. The 
affair was h-zld at the Wheeler 
Mission, and except for the use 
of English in entirety, had one 
other mark of differentiation from 
the orthodox Seder. The Christian 
Faster communion service was the 
final part of the program.

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community for nineteen centuries 
clinging to the ancient faith and 
ancient teachings, humbly striving 
to obey the commandments of Je- 
hovah and to carry on the tradition 
of Abraham and Isaac, of Moses 
and Jaccb.

present time, this group will not 
lend itself to any form of conver- 
sion. The Jews of Kaifeng lived a 
life entirely their own, distinct and 
apart from that of their neighbors. 
They still abstain from eating 
pork, which is very popular with 
the Chinese. 

The Kaifeng Jews have an inter- 
esting history. It is believed that 
they came to China from Persia 
and India for the purpose of trade 
and gradually settled in the coun- 
try. Valentine’s Jewish Encyclo- 
paedia contains the following ref- 
erence: 

“The settlement of Jews in 
China dates from the first cen- 
tury A. D., possibly as a conse- 
quence of the destruction of the 
Jewish State. There was also a 
later immigration from Persia or 
India circa 950. To the Chinese 
the Jews were known as “Pluck- 
ers out of the sinew” (Gen. XXX 
11, 33). In the eighth century, 
they were of sufficient im- 
portance for a special officer to 
be appointed by the Emperor to 
supervise them. They suffered 
from disturbances and assimila- 
tion in this and the succeeding 
centuries. Special taxation was 
imposed on them as dissenters in 
the fourteenth century when they 
were widespread. There were 
then communities of some conse- 
quence in Amoy, Shantung, Pe- 
king, Ningpo, Canton and else- 
where, but the only community 
of which any record has been 
preserved is that of Kaifung-foo. 
In this city, Jews settled in 950 
and a few native Jews, undis- 
tinguishable in appearance from 
the surrounding population, were 
still to be found there in recent 
years. ... The condition of Kai- 
fung-foo Jewry, however, has so 
much deteriorated that revival 
seems impossible.” 


* * * 


Like Jews in other parts of the 
world, the Knvifeng community 
lived apart and built its own 
schools and synagogues. With the 
passage of time, these Jews gained 
prominence in the economic and 
political fields and rebuilt syna- 
gogues on an increasingly splendid 
scale. 

Internal unrest in the country 
took a fearfull toll of their num- 
bers. When the Imperial forces de- 
stroyed the dykes at Kaifeng in 
1642, more than 3,000 were 
drowned in the Yellow River and 
the synagogue was also destroyed. 

In consequence of changes in 
China’s regimes frequent turns oc- 
curred in the fortunes of the Jews. 
Some of the rulers favored them, 
whereas others did not treat them 
too well. The Mongols encouraged 
them and the Ming Dynasty would

others are undernourished men, 
born in Christianity; they should 
be the first at your rich table. 
There are so many of them whose 
souls are famished, whose hearts 
are withered with hates, whose 
heads .are bloated by arrogance, 
like the bellies of children who 
have been without nourishment. 

No, no! I, the Jew, must not 
presume to intrude myself in a seat 
at this table. Oh, I shall wait 
until these many others have been 
fed. I who came out of the syna- 
gogue should not be among the 
first at Christianity’s table; let 
those to whom this table belongs 
by inheritance eat first. Let these 
arrogant poisoners of the wells of 
good will, these bearers of hate, 
take the fulness of Christianity 
first. 

I can wait. Be assured, Father 
Sherry, that I am no mere rude 
bounder scorning a sincere invita- 
tion. With a great many other 
Jews I accept Jesus as a prophet 
of ours and hope for the brother- 
hood that is implict in his teach- 
ing. We appreciate that from his 
teaching have sprune whit de- 
cencies there are in the world. 
(Thank goodness, there are st'll a 
few decencies left.) 

We are proud that Jesus de- 
rived this teaching from the Jew- 
ish Testament on which he was 
brought up. When we read of him 
saying, ‘“Whatsoever ye would 
than men should do unto you, even 
so do ye also unto them,” we re- 
member Leviticus saying, “Thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as thyself.” 
This was the teaching on which 
he was brought up. 

His being denied in the world 
must be as distressing to us as to 
you. Far from rejecting him, I 
should welcome his second coming 
if there is to be one. I should like 
to see it now and my fancy de- 
lights in beholding his descent upon 
some mountain top in Norway. 

It is a high mountain top that 
arises from among the dead youths 
who fell on a battlefield. Their 
bodies, heaped high, fill the valley. 
Jesus looks down and weeps. This, 
after the two thousand years. This 
after all the teaching! He had set 
a good table for men but man was 
like the hungry wolf in whom is 
no compassion for the lamb. 

Jesus thinks of what to say 
from his height above the dead in 
Norway. Well, he thinks, the old 
Sermon on the Mount still is good. 
Its teaching is as fresh and as 
pertinent as on the day it was 
given . . . “and he opens his 
mouth and teaches them, saying: 

“Blessed are the poor in spirit; 
for theirs is the kingdom of heaven. 

“Blessed are the meek; for they 
shall inherit the earth. 

“Blessed are they that hunger 


and thirst after righteousness; for 
they shall be filled. 

“Blessed are the merciful; for 
they shall obtain merey. 

“Blessed are the peacemakers 
for they shall be called sons of 
God.” 

His voice fills the valley and 
assails the ears of the authorities. 
Indeed, my dear Father Sherry, | 
fear to carry my vision any far- 
ther. I fear the agents of the 
Gestapo may hear him and hasten 
to the generals.

You see how untimely—how im- 
pertinent almost—it would be for 
me to come to your table at pres- 
ent. In the mean time, I shall 
sit at my own table and take my 
nourishment from its good fare— 
the Commandments, the Prophets. 
... “Ye shall do not unrighteous- 


ness in judgment”... “In righte- 
ousness thou shalt judge thy 
neighbor” . . . “Thou shalt not 


glean thy vineyard, neither shalt 
thou gather the fallen fruit; thou 
shalt leave them for the poor 
and the sojourner” .. . “What doth 
Jehovah require of thee but to do 
justly and to love kindness and to 
walk humbly with thy God.” ... 
This is in our teaching as it also 
is in yours. 

I hope that the thousands who 
should be the first at the fine, 
full table of Christianity will in 
time come to it and their withered 
hearts made full. I hope, too, that 
Jews will partake fully of the good 
fare at their table. (I must con- 
fess that not all Jews are guests at 
the table of Judaism.) 


Then when the hearts of your 
people and mine have partaken 
richly at their respective tables, 
they may come to know each other 
as brethren and march together to 
Jerusalem—this is to say the 
more just and lovely world that is 
of our dreams. 

I thank you, Father Sherry, for 
your oft-given expression of good 
will. They are the outgivings of 
a man who has served faithfully at 
the table of Christianity. If I 
should ever come to your table I 
should like nothing better than to 
sit at your right.

men to the will of despotism and 
tyranny.

the diabolic propaganda onslaught 
of foreign “isms” are engaging in 
counter-attacks. Once again, as 
during the first war, we are wit- 
nessing a new wave of patriotism, 
we are witnesses to a great deal 
of flag-waving and to new slogans 
all for the sole purpose of making 
democracy secure. But, in our 
over zealousness for the cause, 
are we not losing sight of the 
goal? Should we not at a crucial 
and confused time as this clearly 
outline and keep before us what 
this democracy that we so crave 
to preserve is? What is democ- 
racy? 

Democracy is not a mechanical 
gadget, not a physical instrument, 
nor a perpetual motion machine 
that once wound up and set into 
motion, will continue to function, 
create and produce the desired re- 
sults. Democracy is an ideal, a 
spiritual, sacred goal that man 
must continually aim and strive 
for, that we must nurture and 
nourish with love, justice, fair- 
ness, and service. 


Democracy is that divine ideal 
that believes that man is not a 
machine, not a robot, but that he 
was created by God with a heart, 
mind, soul and free will that 
yearns and craves for freedom— 
freedom of expression and crea- 
tion. Since men are divinely cre- 
ated, all men are equal and should 
not be discriminated against be- 
cause of race, color or creed. De- 
mocracy can not and should not 
tolerate that hideous, barbaric 
crime of lynching, depriving the 
negro of equal opportunities, it 
cannot condone race _ prejudices 
and inequalities without defeating 
itself. 

Democracy is that sacred insti- 
tution (the ideal incorporated in 
set laws and forms) that believes 
not in aristocracy—whether it be 
the aristocracy of blood, class,

ed University of Berlin. During 
the years prior to the outbreak of 
the Great War, he studied at the 
University’s School of Theology 
and was given private tutoring by 
eminent Jewish professors. 

After receiving his D. D., he 
changed his name to the more 
Anglo-Saxon Wentworth Arthur 
Matthew and set out to make that 
name famous by transfusing reju- 
venated Jewish blood into the 
wavering black Jews. His travels 
carried him to darkest Africa, 
Egypt, Arabia and Palestine. He 
spent some time in Tel Aviv study- 
ing. Every Sabbath found him at 
the Wailing Wall in Jerusalem 
brushing shoulders with kaftan- 
covered Hassidim from Poland and 
fez-bedecked Jews from Turkey. 

In 1937, Rabbi Matthew came to 
America to organize his brethren 
in New York City. Since then, an 
impressive synagogue has been 
established; observance of the Sab- 
bath and the holidays has come to 
mean something to colored Jewry; 
the practice of circumcision and 
the use of kosher foods are strictly 
adhered to. All in all, Rabbi Mat- 
thew’s standing at the helm of New 
York’s colored Jewry has proved 
to be a Rock of Gibraltar against 
all attempts to assimilate it. 


* * *” 


Rabbi Matthew lives with his 
wife and four children in a small 
but neat apartment adjacent to the 
synagogue. In the cozy, bookish 
sitting roonm,.where he and I talked, 
two things impressed me immen- 
sely: the abundance of multi- 
sized menorahs and the numerous 
flower pots literally chockfull of 
plants. Rabbi Matthew was 
dressed in rabbinical black, with a 
scraggly beard fitting snugly on 
his broad chin. When he spoke, it 
was deliberately, as if he were ex- 
panding on the “sedrah” of the 
week. 

“The cause of the Jews is our 
cause,” he told me, “for we indeed 
are the Jews.” Asked to explain, 
Rabbi Matthew stated that a num- 
ber of years ago black Jews had 
been accused of being the illegiti- 
mate offspring of Jewish soldiers 
and black women in Africa. This 
set the wheels rolling insofar as 
Rabbi Matthew was concerned. 
After years of tedious research he 
came to the conclusion that white 
Jews are descendants of Esau and 
black Jews of Jacob. This rather 
startling revelation was engend- 
ered mainly from the Biblical as-

sertion that Esau’s skin was hairy 
(as is the white’s) and Jacob’s skin 
was smooth (as is the Negro’s). 
The rabbi refers to himself, in par- 
ticular, as being of the Tribe of 
Judah for he bears the Bible-men- 
tioned racial markings. a gap be- 
tween the upper front teeth and 
big toes that overlap the foretoes. 


Despite the fact that there have 
been a few voluntary conversions 
to Judaism among the _ colored 
Christians, the black Jews do not 
go out looking for converts. Said 
the rabbi: “A Jew is a Jew if he is 
born Jewish.” 


Sabbath services are conducted 
very much as in an ordinary syna- 
gogue, with one exception, which 
the rabbi shamefacedly admits: 
the playing of the piano. Rabbi 
Matthew reads aloud from the 
standard Phillips prayer book and 
when the Scroll of the Law is taken 
out of the Ark to be read, twelve 
men, each representing of the 
Tribes of Israel, stand around the 
Torah. On the first day of Rosh 
Hashonah, small tambourines are 
beaten rhythmically during the 
services. 


On the wall of the synagague 
hangs a picture of the “Lion of 
Judah,” the Emperor of Ethiopia, 
Haile Selassie. Rabbi Matthew is 
cf the opinion that the Lion of 
Judah ‘s a descendant of Menilek, 
who, in turn, is said to have been 
the son cf King Solomon and the 
Queen of Sheba. 


When I tcck my leave of Rabbi 
Matthew, it was rather strange 
having him call after me, as a 
sien of farewell, “Sholom Alei- 
chem.”

The Marranos are the so-called 


“secret Jews” of Spain and Portu- 
gal who appeared on the scene 
after the fifteenth century. Sepa 
rated as they were from Jews and 
Jewish culture, their religious de- 
velopmert entered far different 
channels than ours. They had no 
Jewish books upon which to base 
their Jewish life and their Bibie 
was the Latin Bible of the Cath- 
olic Church. When it came to Pass- 
over, they celebrated it not as did 
the Jews of their own time, but as 
did those of Biblical days.

wore traveling shces and carried 
staves—an exact imitation of the 
Biblical description.

Jewish group (during the Secend 
Temple period) consisting of mul- 
titudes. 


The Samaritans’ Bible comprises 
the Pentateuch and Joshua only. 
These people have never had any- 
thing to do with those Jews who 
bore the banner of Jewish culture 
and Jewish history for so many 
centuries. Thus, their Passover is 
an exact replica of Passover 3,900 
years ago, and no more. 


As a matter of fact, were it not 
for the Samaritans, we would not 
know how Pesach was celebrated 
in Palestine before the Second 
Temple; they are a living monu- 
ment to Jewish life (as reflected 
in their Passover observance) 
3,000 years ago, and, indirectly, 
point out how very much Judaism 
has advanced since then. 


Sacrificial offerings among the 
Samaritans have died out—with 
the ceremonial Passover sacrifice 
an exception to the rule. The night 
before Passover eve is utilized as 
a “chomets”-cleaning occasicn. On 
the following day, the entire tribe 
of Samaritans makes a _ pictur- 
esque pilgrimage to Mt. Gerizim, 
which they sanctify. On the slope 
of the mountain, tents are set up 
for each family. They are fully 
equipped with furniture and uten- 
sils, for the Samaritans dwell on

long-buried dynasties, following up 
clues like erudite bloodhounds and 
knitting together with deduction 
what they lacked in evidence, have 
reconstructed a good deal of 
Egypt’s history, including the 
period of the Hebrews’ sojourn 
there. 

Much of the archaeologists’ ev-- 
dence jibes with the narrative in 
the biblical Book of Exodus. There 
are many details that are not cor- 
roborated, but this is not signific- 
ant because the records are far 
from complete. What is signific- 
ant is that little or no evidence has 
been turned up which actually 
contradicts the Bible story in any 
important feature. For most of 
the material that follows we are 
indebted to Stephen L. Caiger’s 
book, “Bible and Spade: An Intro- 
duction to Biblical Archaeology.” 

Here is what archaeology has to 
tell of the exodus:

The sojourn of the Hebrews in 
Egypt lasted 480 years. It was in 
1877 B. C. that Jacob brought the 
Israelitcs to Egypt. In 1580 B. C., 
or thereabouts, the oppression of 
the Hebrews began. And _ the 
exodus took place in 1447 B. C. 

The princess stated in the Bivle 
to have found Moses in the bul- 
rushes would be Hatsheput, fav- 
orite daughter of Thothmes I. Hat- 
sheput, was a strong and wilful 
young lady. After the death of her 
father, she became the de facto 
ruler of Egypt during the early 
vears of the reign of his brother, 
Thothmes III. 

The Queen Victoria of her day, 
Hatsheput announced her inten- 
ticn of ruling as a man.

ated or destroyed all of her monu- 
ments. 

It was Thothmes II who was the 
Pharaoh of the oppression. [Enor- 
mous building projects were a 
characteristic of his reign. An in- 
scription at Karnak depicts con- 
struction with forced labor. For 
instance, wall paintings in the 
tomb at Abd-el-Gurnak show the 
building of the temple of Amen 
at Karnak with Semitic-looking 
slave gang's. 

One picture shows a group at 
work with a slave-driver standing 
over them. The inscription is: 
“The taskmaster saith to his la- 
borers: ‘The rod is in my hand; be 
not idle.’ ” 

The Bible records that the Phar- 
e2oh ordered that no straw be given 
to the Hebrews to make their 
bricks. Interestingly enough, 
papyrus of the reign of Thothmes 
[If has been unearthed in which a 
building contractor complains: “| 
am provided with nothing. There 
are no men for making: bri-ks an 
there is no straw in the district.” 

Thothmes III reigned 53 years 
His mummified body survives t» 
this day. It must give cne an 
eerie feeling to survey the remain; 
of this ancient Hitler and reflect 
on how he shaped the destiny of 
the Hebrews. If he had not op- 
pressed the Jews, they might not 
have wandered into the desert; 
they might not have been dispersed 
from Palestine; we might not be 
living in America today .. . but 
this sort of reflection begins to 
stagger the imagination. 

What sort of a man was this 
Thothmes, this ruler who made 
such an inglorious mark on Jewish 
history? Maspero, who analyzed 
his mummified features, said in his 
book, “Struggle of the Nations” 
(1896), that Thothmes was a 
“fellah of the old stock, squat, 
thick-set, vulgar in character and 
expression, but not lacking in firm- 
ness and vigor.” 

The Bible implies that Moses, 
who had fled to Midian after siay- 
ing an Egyptian taskmaster, wait- 
ed for the death of Thothmes be- 
fore returning to Egypt. It was 
shortly afterward that the exodus 
occurred—very early in the reign 
of Amenhotep I (1448-1420 B. C.). 
Thus, Amenhotep was_ probably 
the Pharaoh of the exodus, who 
hardened his heart and ‘‘would not 
let them go.” 

There is no reference in avail- 
able Egyptian records to the 
plagues described by the Bible or 
the loss of the Egyptian army in 
the Red Sea. But this is only 
natural, since the Egyptians were 
the last people who would record 
their misfortunes. Regarding the 
last plague—-the smiting of the 
first born—it is interesting to note 
that Amenhotep’s successor to the

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throne was not his eldest son, as 
was customary, but another son, 
indicating the possibility that his 
first-born had suffered an untimely 
death. 

The records show that on the 
death of Thothmes III the whole 
outlying part of the empire broke 
into revolt. It might have been 
these rebellions early in Amen- 
hotep’s reign that created a diver- 
sion large enough to make it pos- 
sible for the Hebrews to leave the 
country without much opposition. 

As to the exodus itself, there is 
no explicit corroboration, but also 
there is nothing to throw doubt on 
the general credibility of the bibli- 
cal narrative. 

Incidentally, it is not generally 
know that “Cleopatra’s Needle,” 
the monument in New /York’s 
Central Park, is one of the monu- 
ments of Thothmes III. Perhaps 
someone would like to make an 
issue about the presence in Central 
Park of a monument to one of his- 
tory’s great oppressors of the 
Jews.

You may be interested to know 
that although Passover marks the 
exodus from Egypt, the Jews who 
later settled in Egypt did not cele- 
brate the holiday for hundreds of 
years. A papyrus has been un- 
earthed, dating from 419 B. C., in 
which instructions were brought 
to the Jewish colony in Egypt to 
celebrate Passover. These instruc- 
tions were conveyed by Hananiah 
with the authority of Darius II, 
ruler of the Persian empire. 

The papyrus has been translated 
as follows: 

“To my brethren, Yedoniah and 
his colleagues, the Jewish garri- 
son (from) your brother Han- 
aniah: 

“The welfare of my brethren 
may the gods seek. 

“Now this year, the 5th year of 
King Darius, word was sent from 
the king to Arsames saying: 

“In the month of Tybi let there 
be a Passover for the Jewish garri- 
son. Now you accordingly count 
fourteen days of the month Nisan 
and keep the Passover, and from 
the 15th to the 21st day of Nisan 
are sévendays of unleavened bread. 
Be clean and take heed. Do no 
work on the 15th day and on the 
21st day. Also drink no beer, and 
anything at all in which there is 
leaven do not eat, from the 15th 
day from sunset till the 21st day 
of Nisan, let it not be seen among 
you; do not bring it into your 
dwellings but seal it up during 
those days. 

“Let thus be done as Darius the 
king commanded. 

“To my brethren, Yedoniah and 
his colleagues, the Jewish garri- 
son, (signed) your brother Han- 
aniah.”

Passover, Israel’s Festival of 
Freedom from ancient Egypt, is 
here again. We are celebrating it 
at a time when millions of men, 
women and children are today 
groaning in agony and in despair 
under the lash of a slavery more 
brutal and more horrible than that 
of ancient Egypt. Freedom today 
is banished from the greatest part 
of the world, and where it is yet 
existing it is being threatened 
daily by that selfsame brutal force 
which has turned Europe into a 
veritable inferno.

past, but of the freedom of the fu- 
ture—the freedom that is to come. 
It speaks to us in its small quiet 
but clear voice that rises above the 
croning of planes and the explo- 
sions of bombs. The cup of Elijah 
is at once a testimony and a chal- 
lenge. It is a testimony to the very 
soul of our people. 


We are a people that has been 
born in travail and nursed on suf- 
fering. Out of that travail and 
suffering we have hammered a rock 
bottom faith and a tenacious opti- 
mism which has enabled us to sur- 
vive many dark years. To millions 
of our brethren today in slavery 
and agony the cup of Elijah holds 
cut the appeal of that unshakable 
faith for the freedom which is to 
come. And to us American Jews 
living, thank God, in freedom, the 
cup of Elijah is a challenge and a 
call to rise above the clouds of 
present-day despairs and with un- 
dying faith meet greater suffering 
with greater responsibility, deter- 
mination and self-sacrifice in the 
struggle for redemption for our 
brethren and the world. 


During the middle ages, and up 
until the early 1800’s, Jews when 
in a lawsuit were compelled to 
take oaths which ranged from 
wearing a girdle of thorns, immer- 
sion while swearing to standing on 
a sow’s hide with thetr hand on an 
open Torah. In 1555 the German 
federal courts prescribed that the 
oath be taken in the synagogue in 
the presence of the rabbi and ten 
Witnesses, with the Torah opened 
at the passage in Leviticus de- 
scribing the death of Dathan and 
Abiram.

service and partake of the tradi- 
tional meal. 

Palestine at the Passover season 
is probably the only place in the 
world where one may see a “mat- 
zoth line” version of the bread line. 
In cities, queues blocks long form 
in front of stations where free 
matzoth are distributed to the poor 
by local Jewish community coun- 
cils. It would be hard to violate 
the commandment against eating 
leaven, since it goes without say- 
ing, no bread is baked and no other 
chometz is sold in the entire Jew- 
ish community. 

The diversity of Palestine Jewry, 
collected from every corner of the 
earth and from communities whose 
customs in the course of centuries 
have undergone peculiar local modi- 
fications, produces a colorful va- 
riety in Passover celebration. Sep- 
hardic Jews, who call the Paschal 
meal “Haggadah” and not ‘‘Seder,” 
ornament the story of Exodus with 
tradit‘onal tales in Spanish handed 
down by word of mouth, unknown 
to the Ashkenazic ritual; Jews 
from Mohammedan countries _in- 
troduce legends and commentaries 
on the Haggadah in Arabic; those 
from Yemen insert into the pre- 
liminary kiddush a long passage of 
fulsome praise of Jewry as “a com- 
munity of saints, a precious vine- 
yard, a pleasant plantation, com- 
pared to the host of heaven and set 
like stars in the firmament.” 

In some of the homes of Kurdish 
Jews the family thet sits down at 
the table includes three or four 
wives, for the Kurdi, both under 
Talmudic and Palestinian law, may 
legally practice polygamy, although 
it is fast dying cut. 


But most interesting of all Se- 
ders is that of the communal set- 
tlements. The agricultural com-

frontier of the Zionist movement, 
and in many of them religion plays 
little or no part in daily life. 
Nevertheless, in these colonies the 
Seder probably approaches closer 
to what it may have been like in 
ancient Palestine than anywhere 
else on earth. 


Students of the origins of Juda- 
ism say that the Seder is derived 
from two primitive festivals, one 
celebrating the lambing season, 
the other the spring barley harvest 
in Palestine. The Paschal lamb bone 
and the matzoth are the survivals 
of the sacrifices celebrating those 
two events. In Palestine Jewish 
pioneer farmers sit down to their 
Seder meal at a time when their 
sheepfolds are noisy with the 
bleating of newly born lambs and 
their granaries are stuffed with 


. just-gathered spring crops. 


The Jews of old danced at the 
Seder, a traditional dance said to 
represent the gamboling of the 
young lambs. The young people of 
the settlements, at their Seder as 
on every festive occasion, dance 
their “hora” which probably is not 
so very different from their ances- 
tors’ performance. 


The spectacle of a hundred or 
more men, women and children sit- 
ting under one roof to participate 
in the traditional feast cannot fail 
to suggest the picture of the 
ancient patriarchal family congre- 
gating three thousand years ago for 
the same purpose in the same land. 

Semetimes colonists introduce 
jovial variations into the prescribed 
ceremonies. When the chief shep- 
herd of a settlement brings one of 
his flock into the dining hall to at- 
tend the feast, .he and his fellows 
are not flouting the Seder tradi- 
tion. They are living in it. 


Max Mandelstamm, 1846-1902, 
who rose to fame as Europe’s 
greatest occulist, was three times 
elected professor of the University 
of Kiev, but on each occasion his 
election was voided because he was 
a Jew.

cerning the relation of freedom 
to human life. As nature is death- 
less, even so is the soul of free- 
dom; as springtime revives na- 
ture, even so does freedom renew 
life. The slave, for example, 
shrinks from fear of the lash; but 
when freedom comes, the same 
slave conquers fear. And so he who 
was but yesterday the image of 
defeat row becomes the symbol 
of challenge. The slave is bent 
down by work and toil; but when 
freedom comes, the same slave 
walks erect and walks with dignity. 
And so, he who was but yester- 
day mere property now becom:s 
a personality. In short, freedoin 
wipes out the conditions of slav- 
ery not only; it actually brings 
the reawakening of springtime in- 
to human life. 

Therefore, the injunction of the 
Bible: “Remember this day in 
which ye came out of Egypt. This 
day ye go forth in the season of 
spring.” Therefore, the message 
of Passover: Freedom cannot die.

the side of their holy mountain 
throughout the Passover. 


Having broken away from Jew- 
ry as they did in the latter days 
of the Second Temple, the Samari- 
tans know nothing of the newer 
innovations for Passover. They do 
not know of the colorful Seder 
service, of the use of wine, of the 
practice of reclining at the Seder 
table. Their Passover is made up 
of the ceremonial sacrifice of 
sheep, of eating them in great 
haste with matzos and bitter herbs 
and of reciting prayers. 


Preparations for the feast start 
a few hours before Passover eve. 
Mount Gerizim becomes a hub of 
activity. All adult males, attired 
in holiday white, stoke the fires 
in two big pits, one for the roast- 
ing of the sheep, the other for 
the burning of the offal and other 
remains after the feast. Huge 
cauldrcns of hot water are also 
prepared. 

A half hour before sunset the 
long-awaited holiday begins. Fac- 
ing the peak of Mt. Gerizim and 
worshipping on their knees, the 
Samaritans raise their voices in a 
series of chanted prayers. At sun- 
cet, the congregation listens io 
the high priest read a portion of 
the Pentateuch wherein the 
slaughtering of the Paschal lamb 
is ordered. A dozen young Samari- 
tan boys busy themselves with the 
preparations for the _ sacrifice. 
When the high priest comes to 
the words, “And the whole assem- 
bly of the congregation of Israci 
shall kill at dusk,” the sheep are 
thrown toward the pits. Two ritual 
slaughterers pronounce a benedic- 
ticn and kill six or seven sheep. 
One extra animal is always avail- 
able should a physical flaw be 
found in one of the slaughtered 
sheep. 

The actual slaughtering is a sig- 
nal for great rejoicing. Greetings 
fill the air; participants kiss one 
ancther, first on the right shoul- 
der, ‘hen on the left. Thus, the 
first part of the Samaritan Pass- 
over ends. 

Until about 10 o’clock, the sheep 
are cleaned and spitted and read- 
ied for roasting. The fires in the 
offal pit burn brightly as the in- 
sides of the sheep are thrown in. 
Finally, the sheep are thrown into 
the roasting pit together while the 
congregation stands around chaat- 
ing. 

About three hours are devoted 
to the roasting. During this inter- 
val, most Samaritans seek out

their cots or beds, for a good rest 
is needed in order to partake of 
the third part of the ceremony— 
the eating of the sheep. 


At about 1 o’clock in the morn- 
ing the Samaritans are wide- 
awake, They wash their hands and 
feet, brush their clothes, gird theit 
loins, take hold of their staves and 
gather around the roasting pit. 
Women and children remain in tne 
tents. 


The sacrificial animals, bedecked 
with matzos and bitter herbs, are 
placed in special Passover bas- 
kets. A circle is formed around 
the sheep. Led by the high pviest, 
the prescribed blessing is uttered 
snd the Samaritans fall to, pull- 
ing the meat hastily to pieces. 
Pecrtions are set aside for the 
women ard children. In less than a 
half hour the bones and other re- 
mainders are east into the burniag: 
pit. Baskets and other utensils 
that were used in the ceremony 
are burned too, for the Samaritans 
follow the letter of the Law: “That 
which remaineth of it until th 
morning, ye shall burn with fire.” 


After the meal, the Samariians 
stay awake all night chanting and 
reciting prayers. Their matzos,

The so-called black Jews of 
Abyssinia, better known as _ the 
Falashas, comprising some 50,000 
souls, also sacrifice the paschal 
lamb. 


Some people contend that the 
Falashas are descendants of Jews 
who, centuries ago, intermingled 
with native Africans. Others hoid 
that they are the remnant of na- 
tive Africans who were converted 
to Judaism. In all events, we do 
not know what percentage of Jew- 
ish blood flows in their veins. 


Falashan Judaism is based sole- 
ly on the laws and practices of the 
Bible, which is read in an Ethiopic 
version. Only the Biblical holidays 
and festivals are observed. 

On the fourteenth day of Nissan, 
the Falachas gather in their syna- 
gogues, and in the name of the en- 
tire Jewish community, a Passover 
sacrifice is offered. Performed ac- 
cording to Biblical injunction, the 
ceremony is accompanied by chant- 
ed prayers. 

The Falashas clean their homes 
of chomets, and use special uten- 
sils and dishes during Passover.

The few Jews who inhabit the 
Caucasian region, in southeast 
Europe, have never been a very 
progressive lot. However, it would 
be erroneous to dub them a “sect.” 

They observe Passover eve by 
sitting on the ground, dressed in 
an elaborate festivity, with a spear 
(or, sometimes, a pistol) by their 
side. The women cover themselves 
with jewelry of al] sorts, while the 
young girls weave flowers into 
their hair. 

The Caucasian rabbi, who is 
called a “chacham” (sage), pre- 
sides at the more or less inter- 
family Seder. During Seder there 
is a unique dramatic interlude. 
With a piece of matzo wrapped 
in old cloth on his shoulder, the 
rabbi stands away from the table 
and dramatizes what he says: 

“In this way our forefathers 
went out of the land cf Egypt, 
their kneading-troughs bcund up 
in their garments on their shoul- 
ders.” The “chacham” gestures 
and gesticulates to show the haste 
with which the Jews left Egypt.

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the dramatic interpretation of the 
festival. One of their number is 
chosen to play the part of a fugi- 
tive Jew who has just returned 
from Jerusalem bearing news 
about the Redemption. He’s clothed 
in tatters, a staff in his hand and 
a sack on his shoulder. The “fugi- 
tive” is sent out to await his cue. 

Soon, when the rabbi is through 
with his bit, a knock is heard at 
the door. Those seated at the table 
appear surprised. Bravely, the 
rabbi approaches the door and 
throws it wide open. Without al- 
lowing the intruder to enter, the 
rabbi speaks to him: 

“What do you want? Who are 
you?” 

“IT am one of you and I wish to 
observe the Festival of our De- 
liverance with my kin.” 

“How do we know you’re not an 
impostor? How can you prove 
you’re Jewish?” 

“T wear a four-cornered garment 
with fringes, as do all Israel.” 

“Anyone can wear a ‘tzitzith.’ 
What other proof have you?” 

“I have not cut the corners of 
my hair. See my side-curls.” 

“That, too, is no proof. If you’re 
Jewish, why are you traveling at 
this hour of the night? Don’t you 
know tonight is Passover?” 

“T have just come from Jeru- 
salem, the Holy City. The road is 
long and filled with obstacles. Ev- 
erywhere our enemies lie in wait. 
They have tried to keep me from 
celebrating the Passover’ with 
you.” 

But the hard-bitten Caucasian 
Jewish audience is unmoved. A 
few scattered, pre-arranged sighs 
are emitted, but the “fugitive” 1s 
still barred from the house. Sud- 





Outside of Palestine, Passover, 
which this year begins on April 
12 (first seder night is April 11), 
is observed for eight days by Or- 
thodox Jews, but according to the 
Old Testament the festival lasts 
only a week. Palestinian Jews vis- 
iting abroad during Passover are 
permitted to eat chometz on the 
eighth day. 





Although in the United States, 
square, rectangular or round mat- 
zoth are used impartially, depend- 
ing on which company’s products 
we buy, the custom until the age 
of machinery was that matzoth 
should be round.

the wayfarer is admitted into the 
household. He stands among his 
fellows with his sword drawn, his 
loins girded, a staff in his hands.

The household meanwhile breaks 
into hilarity and showers the trav- 
eler with questions. “What is hap- 
pening in the Holy City? How 
fare our brethren? Will we soon 
be freed from our exile?” 

The inevitable answer of the 
fugitive is that Redemption is 
only a matter of days. He tells of 


the sages and saints who live and 
study in Jerusalem, of the Pales- 
tinian countryside, of the unity of 
Israel. His audience is spellbound 
by his words, despite the fact that 
the same things are said year in 
and year out, and, rapturously, 
call out, “Amen, So Be His Will.”

shoulders, they parade up and 
down and shout, “In this manner 
our forefathers went out of Egypt, 
their kneading-troughs bound up 
in their clothes upon their shoal- 
ders.” 

Most Morccean Jews believe 
that the ceremonious “afikomen” 
(a piece cf matzo used in the Se- 
der service) is a fine safeguard on 
ocean voyages and, should the sea 
become turbulent, the ‘“afikomen” 
hurled into the water will calm it. 

Passover’s last day is thought 
of as visiting day. People go from 
house to house wishing “Gut Yom 
Tov” (good holiday). On the 
day following Pesach, the Jews of 
Morocco march out of their urban 
surroundings ard bless the trees 
and flowers. 

Strange Passovers? Perhaps. 
But, remember that our history is 
not normal, either.

have nothing to do with them. 
Their run of life was no longer 
smooth and they underwent many 
vicissitudes until finally, in 1702, 
they built a new synagogue which 
became the center of faith and wor- 
ship. However, when the old gen- 
eration disappeared the community 
started to decline and_ things 
reached 2 very serious pass. A 
stage arrived when Hebrew was 
read by the one Rabbi and his sons 
and on their death by nobody else. 

From this time, a new chapter 
started in their history. After 2,000 
years of continued faith, disinte- 
gration finally set in. There was a 
marked reverse in their fortunes 
as a result of new trade routes to 
China by sea. The old land routes 
which were the life-blood of their 
trade fell into disuse because of 
the sea-borne trade and so many 
were faced with ruin and starva- 
tion. Gradually, their long cher- 
ished scriptures, their synagogue, 
the last remaining ancient memo- 
rial stone, and finally the very site 
of the synagogue, had to be dis- 
posed of to stem the tide of in- 
creasing want. 

Today this isolated group still 
lives. How long it will carry on 
iike this and whether it will finally 
be saved to Jewry are questions 
which cannot be answered.

There must not 
be slums and _ poverty amidst 
plenty, unemployment and doles 
amidst superabundance.

Democracy is that ideal institu- 
tion that welcomes the stranger, 
makes of him a neighbor, over- 
looks his differences and gladly 
grants him the opportunity to 
merge his creative abilities in the 
melting pot of human endeavor. 

Democracy is that ideal that 
cannot tolerate slavery and perse- 
cution wherever it may appear, 
for it is foreign and alien to its 
teaching, practice and aims. The 
cries of woe of the persecuted and 
down-trodden should disturb its 
peace and force it to lift up its 
voice in vociferous protest and 
condemnation against tyrants and 
enslavery. 

Democracy must serve men if it 
is to be served and preserved. 

This belief in democracy must 
be taught to the child in the home,

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parcel of religion. The child must 
be given to understand that the 
Pilgrims, the founders of this 
country, came to these shores to 
find not economic markets and 
financial monopolies but for free- 
dom—freedom of expression and 
creation. Washington led _ the 
Revolutionary War to gain equali- 
ty for all men and to destroy the 
concept of aristocracy. “No taxa- 
tion without representation.” You 
cannot tax man’s energies and 
abilities without proper reward 
and compensation. Lincoln fought 
a Civil War to restore the body 
and soul of the Negro—to return 
the dignity of man to the proper 
sphere.

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Israel perceived the early event 
of its life story, sub specie eter- 
nitas (under the guise of eter- 
nity).

New Colonial Head 
Sympathetic 
To Jewish Needs 


By A. M. KAIZER 


(Editor’s Note: The British 
Secretary of State for the Col- 
onies has, as one of his jobs, the 
administration of Palestine. As 
Passover turns our thoughts to- 
wards the Promised Land, it is 
interesting to read of the atti- 


lar interest in Jewish questiuns. 
It was not until October, 1940, 
when he became chairman of tlie 
Polish Relief Fund and found he 
had to deal with special Jewish 
problems arising out of the fund 
that he began to study the ques- 
tion. The Polish Relief Fund was 
fermed in London soon after the 
invasion of Poland, to assist Pol- 
ish refugees in various countries, 
especially in England. When Lord 
Moyne became chairman, he turned 
over his London mansion entirely 
to the fund, all the rooms being 
converted into offices. He lived 
out, but came there every day to 
attend to his work, 

The Polish Jewish Refugee 
Fund, which was already in exist- 
ence, maintained close contact with 
the Polish Relief Fund from the 
very inception of that body. As 
general secretary of the Polish 
Jewish Refugee Fund and its liai- 
son officer with the Polish Relief 
Fund, I often saw Lord Moyne and 
ecnducted negotiations with him 
with regard to matters relating +o 
Jewish refugee aid. I always found 
him sympathetic, full of under- 
standing, and anxious to meet us 
in every way whenever we had 
to make our applications for spe- 
cial allocations for Polish Jewish 
refugees. 

In such matters as relief, he 
said, he did not want to make 
distinctions between Jews and non- 
Jews, for at such a time as this 
nationality cr creed did not count, 
only the fact that people were in 
need. He was always ready, there- 
fore, to lend a willing ear to the 
claims of the Jewish Refugee Fund 
so that sometimes the Jewish Ref- 
ugee Fund received more than 
two-thirds of all the Polish Relief 
Fund’s allocations. In November, 
1939, when I went to Vilna to in- 
vestigate the conditions amcngz 
the Jewish refugees there, Lord 
Moyne, at our request, placed at 
my disposal £2,000 for Jewish re- 
lief work in Vilna. He asked me 
to use some of the money to assist 
as well be-

listened with the utmost interest 
to my report of the conditions I 
had found there. In his usual way 
he questioned me at great length 
about every detail. He called a 
meeting at his home of important 
people and press representatives 
to hear my report, and he took the 
chair at the meeting, speaking 
with much feeling of the suffering 
of the refugees. 

Afterwards, when the Polisn 
Jewish Refugee Fund asked for 
an allocation of £1,600 to enable 
the Zionist leaders who were refu- 
gees in Vilna to proceed to Pales- 
tine, he immediately agreed to it. 
I cannot remember Lord Moyne’s 
ever refusing any request made to 
him for relief on behalf of Jew- 
ish refugees. On one occasion | 
came to ask him to write a letter 
to an influential leade: of the com- 
munity for his assistance to our 
fund. He immediately called his 
secretary and dictated the letter, 
and wanted me to tell him whether 
it would do, as he had written it. 

On Jan. 15, the Polish Jewish 
Refugee Fund gave a luncheon at 
the Dorchester Hotel to mark the 
completion of a year of successful 
collaboration with the Polish Re- 
lief Fund. Lord Moyne, who was 
no longer chairman of the fund, 
having resigned on becoming Par- 
liamentary Secretary to the Minis- 
try of Agriculture and Fisheries, 
was present and spoke. 

“We feel the deepest sympathy,” 
he said, “with the present martyr- 
dom and respect the courage with 
which it is borne. More than a 
century of suppression failed to 
crush Polish nationality and thou- 
sands of years of persecution have 
only strengthened the spirit of the 
Jews. While dirt is smashed to 
powder on the anvil, clean metal 
is only strengthened by hammer- 
ing, and Hitler could not have 
chosen less suitable material for 
his cruel and crazy experiment in 
Nordification.” 

As far as I know, Lord Moyne’s 
connection with the Polish Jewish 
Refugee Fund is the only direct 
contact he has had with Jewish 
affairs. Zionism, arising out of his 
administration of Palestine at the 
Colonial Office, will come to hii, 
I believe, as something new. But 
I feel, from my knowledge of him, 
that the Zionist Organization will 
find him ready to listen and anx- 
ious to learn. He is a man who 
warts to understend and he has 
patience, tolerance and good will.

twenty-four, or thirty-six bills 
which you were saving for the 
paper value,if you inadvertently 
missed throwing them into the 
waste-basket. If the bills from 
months past find their way into 
ycur waste-basket, we suggest 
that you burn your waste-basket 
at once, because what it would 
say of you during the quiet soli- 
tude of the night, if you ccuid 
hear it, would give you many a 
restless moment. 

Seriously, this is a moral prob- 
lem which the Jewish community 
must solve. A community is en- 
titled to a few tight-wads, to a 
few people whose characters aren’t 
strong enough to permit them to 
give a little of their worldly goods 
to help the other fellow, although 
ordinary intelligence should make 
them realize worldly goods cannct 
be taken with them when they 
leave the world. If there be a few 


_ among the five hundred who have 


been forced into poverty, and can- 
not possibly pay their pledges, i 
humbly apologize to them _ for 
these words. They will understand 
that this message is not for them. 
But you and you and ycu who 
prate about your sympathy, and 
many of you have assumed lead- 
ership in some organization of the 
community, are certainly dishon- 
est with yourselves and the com- 
munity when you fail to meet 
these obligations of honor. 

Let us end this condition at 
once, If you are one of the five 
hundred, it is up to you to change 
your. own status. It simply means 
the paying of an obligation that 
was made in good faith, and we 
hope with the best of intentions. It 
simply means being fair with the 
other members of the community 
who are carrying your burden.
